A wholesome dish is made with this 
green by boiling and serving Jike sp!n- 
pach with egg dressing.

A 
gavory cream soup Is made by chop- 
ping finely two bunches of watercress 
and cooking for five minutes in two 
tablespoonfuls of bitter, then adding 
two cupfuls of white stock and boiling 
for five. minutes. Thicken with one 
tablespoonful of butter and two table- 
spoonfuls of flour cooked together, ndd- 
ing salt and pepper seasoning, and Just 
before serving put In one-half cupful 
of milk and the yolk of one egg, slizht- 
ly beaten. Serve with slices of french 
bread browned Ip the oven. 

Cress may also be used with diced 
eneumbers and French dressing to 
stuff tomatoes.

The Loading Platform 


The Loading Platform came as the Sequel to the declaration by the 
Manitoba Grain Act that the railway companies must provide cars for 
farmers into which they can load their grain direct when they desire to 
ship it in car lots. Préyious to that the railways enforced a rule of their 
own making. that all grain fer shipment in bulk must be loaded through 
an elevator if ruch existed at the country shipping point, Now, however, 
the railways must furnish cars under certain equitable regulations to all 
farms at all shipping points. These facilities for farmers shipping thelr 
grain are naturally more plentiful in Manitoba than in Saskatchewan and 
Alberta, and the extensive use of them by the Manitoba farmers, accounts 
+ largely for the failure of Government elevators In Manitoba. Aas railway 

development progresses competition between the railways to secure freight 
increases, and the facilliles tor ca pturing the freight arising adjacent to 
the railways are increased and in this Way the time cannot be far distant 
When the western provinces will have as plentiful supply of shipping factii- 
ties as Manitoba

Vegetables properly prepared and | 
stored in a good cellar can be kept as 
good as new far into the following 
summer. Potatoes and all roots wil! 
keep better if covered with dry earth 
Cabbage and lettuce should _ be 
trimmed of rough leaves and roots 
and packed head downwards. For 
Celery, take all rough worthless 
Stalks and leaves off the roots, place 
close together on the cellar floor an¢ 
fill in between the plants with fine 
sand to nicely cover the roots. If 
properly done the celery will keer 
juntil June, Onions, if well cured, can 
} be: kept in long boxes a foot deep, sus- 
pended two feet from the cellar cell 
ing. All stuff should be covered with 
cotton sheeting or old bags, to keep 
t from sudden changes of temper- 
ture by opening doors: The cellar 
ould be kept at a forty to forty-five 
Trees temperature.

THE ELEPHANT’S TRUNK. 


It May Justly Be ‘Called One of the 
Miracles of Nature.

A SOLDIER OF FORTUNE. 


Strenucue Career of William Walker, 
the Noted Filibuster. 

William Walker, the noted filibuster 
and soldier of fortune, was born in 
Nashville, Tenn., on May 3d, 1824. For 
a time he was an editor in New Or- 
leans and in 1850 went to California, 
In the summer of 1853 be organized 
an expedition for the conquest of the 
Mixican state of Sonora. ile captured 
several small towns; but, his provisions 
and ammunition running short, he 
crossed the border into the United 
States and surrendered to the govern- 
ment officials. He was tried at San 
Francisco for violating the neutrality 
Inws, but was acquitted. 

Walker's next venture was an inva- 
sion of Nicaragua, where be was for @ 
time successful and bad himself pro- 
claimed president. later be was driven 
from the country. Late in 1858 he 
started with a force of adventurers for 
Honduras, but a shipwreck caused & 
suspension of the expedition. 

In June, 1860, he made a second at-
